FIRE DISTRICT ELECTION 


In a light turnout, voters of the Menlo Park fire district 
returned Polk Dodson to office as a commissioner last Mon- 
day, giving him a majority of 387 votes to 133 for his op- 
ponent, B. J. (Tex) Matsler. The total vote of 520 represented 
less than 10 per cent of the registration in the district, which 
has a population of some 40,000. 

Special district elections seldom produce a large turnout 
of voters unless there is an unusually “hot” issue. However, 
in a matter involving such a vital factor as fire protection, 
Monday’s ballot reflected apathy of voters. 

While there was no spectacular campaign or battling be- 
tween candidates, there were some issues in Monday's elec- 
tion. Matsler, while commending the present physical opera- 
tions of the fire department, came out strongly for increased 
protection by means of bonding the district in order to raise 
immediate funds for expansion of facilities. He also was crit- 
ical of the commission’s public relations and called for closer 
working with the public. 

Both candidates conducted sincere and dignified cam- 
paigns, and both clearly had in mind the prime question. . 
providing all possible protection in a fast growing area that 
has peculiar problems of fire combat and prevention. 

The RECORDER took no side, but made it a point to pre- 
sent the views of both candidates fully and fairly. Our prime 
purpose was to create interest in the election, the first con- 
tested one in the district in two years, and to inform the pub- 
lic on issues involved. 

We feel that one salutary effect of the commission. con- 
test already has been made evident . . . the recent disclosure 
by Dodson of building plans of the district. In the past, the 
commission has operated all too quietly along these lines. 
Disclosure of future building plans marked a departure by the 
commission, one that we hope will continue in the public 
interest. 

Our commendations go to Mr. Matsler for his dignified 
and sincere campaign; our congratulations to Mr. Dodson on 
being continued in office. The latter and his fellow commis- 
sioners may be assured that the RECORDER will do all pos- 
sible in the way of community service to help the operations 
of the fire district.

The comparison should be espec- 
ially interesting to us now that Cal- 
ifornia Water Service is requesting 
a substantial rate increase for the 
Menlo Park-Atherton service areas.

The three cities served by Cal- 
fornia Water Service Company are 
high in all the above brackets, but 
San Jose does manage to beat the 
rates of the municipally owned sys- 
tems of Burlingame and Palo Alto. 
The municipally owned systems in 
Santa Clara, Mountain View and 
Sunnyvale have rates in all brack- 
ets well below those of the other 
cities studied. It is interesting to 
note that the Sunnyvale water con- 
sumer pays less for 3000 cubic feet 
of water than does the Menlo Park 
consumer for 1400. In Sunnyvale 
$10 will buy 10,000 cubic feet of 
water; in Menlo Park it will pur- 
chase only 3,900 cubic feet. These 
comparisons do not take into con- 
sideration the proposed rate boost 
in our area by California Water 
Service Company.

Cost of the south county high 
school, to be built for an average 
daily attendance of 800 rather than 
600 as first planned, has been set 
at $1,442,000, of which $873,404 has 
been earmarked from last year’s 
bond issue. That leaves a balance 
of $568,596 to come from the pro- 
posed new issue. 


Cost of the proposed new high 
school for the San Carlos-Belmont 
area is set at $1,496,000, all of which 
would come from the $2,150,000 is- 
sue.

Spring awakens an interest in 
gardening, in which a small child 
delights to cooperate. If you live 
in an apartment and cannot teach 
your youngster to dig in a real gar- 
den, you may use windowboxes, 
muffin tins, or coffee cans. 

You may try a carrot garden, as 
Mrs. Carol Farrell did for her kin- 
dergarten class at the Peninsula 
school. She cut off the top third 
of some carrots and placed them, 
cut end down, in a shallow pan 
filled with water to the depth of 
half an inch. The only chore in 
such a garden is to keep the water 
at this level—a pleasant task for a 
child. Leaves will soon sprout. Cut- 
tings of beets and parsnips may be 
used.’ Mrs. H. L. Nichols found that 
a whole sweet potato kept in water 
made an attractive garden. 

Mrs.. Farrell also sprouted soy- 
beans, fine for ‘children as they 
grow so quickly. Wash the beans 
thoroughly and let them soak 
overnight, starting with lukewarm 
water, with a pinch of chlorinated 
lime in it to keep them from sour- 
ing. In the morning pour off the 
water and put the beans in a jar, 
less than half full, Keep them 
out of the sunlight. Water them 
two or three times daily by filling 
the jar with water and pouring it 
out. Each evening rinse the 
beans with chlorinated line water. 

* Sprouted soybeans, high in pro- 
tein, fat, and vitamin C, may 
then be used in cooking—thus 
making the child’s “gardening” 
purposeful. 

Two fine recipes for using the 
sprouted beans were given by Mrs. 
Arthur Pool to her Red Cross nutri- 
tion students: 

CHOPPED SUEY 

pound cubed pork 
tsp. salt 
medium onions, sliced 
cups sprouted soybeans 
cup chopped green pepper 
cup chopped celery 
to 6 tbsp. soy sauce 
bouillon cubes 
cups hot water 

tbsp. cornstarch 
4 cup cold water. 

Brown meat in hot fat. Salt. Add 
onion. Cook until soft and yellow. 
Add soybeans, green pepper, celery 
and soy sauce. Dissolve bouillon 
cubes in hot water, add to meat 
mixture. Cover. Simmer 45 min- 
utes. Blend cornstarch and cold 
water. Add gradually, stirring con- 
stantly until thickened. Cover. 
Simmer 15 minutes. Serve with rice. 
Serves 6. 

SPROUT SALAD 

2 cups sprouted soybeans 

1, cup salad oil 

2 tbsp. vinegar 

1'» tsp. salt 

1s tsp. pepper 

1 head lettuce 

1, cup finely chopped onion . 

1, minced green pepper 

2 tomatoes 

1, cup thinly sliced carrots. 

Slip skins from sprouts, if desired. 
Steam or cook 15 minutes, then 
drain and chill. Make dressing with 
vinegar, oil, and seasonings. Add a 
small portion of onion and chill the 
dressing. To make salad, break
